It was estimated the number of 
firms to be affected will range be- 
tween 50 and 90 

Leaders of industries to be shut 
down or telescoped are being 
called in by the government for 
drafting details of the plan. They 
are expected to make consolida- 
tion arrangements among them- 
selves, with the government help- 
ing to stand the business loss by 
the firms to be absorbed. 

Capt. Lyttleton explained that no 
legislation is required because the 
government already controls the 
flow of war materials and labor. It

Under the plan one firm in many 
cases will be expected to do the 
work of three others, preserving all 
trademarks. The board of trade is to 
keep records of all closed factories 
and “do everything possible to see 
they retain their goodwill and re- 
start in good condition” after the 
war.

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Petain “Calls” Tokyo 


Vichy seems to have been going on the 
belief that if a soft answer would not turn 
away the Japanese “wrath”, no answer at 
all might temper its fury. Foreign Minister 
Matsuoka gave Marshal Petain 24 hours in 
which to accept his plan for partitioning 
Indo China. The Marshal let the time-limit 
expire, and kept Matsuoka waiting in his 
office all evening for the message of accep- 
tance that did not come. The next day the 
Japanese commander at Saigon said Vichy 
had submitted, but French officials at 
Tokyo had received no instructions, while 
from Hanoi came news that French colonial 
forces wete massing along the Thailand 
border, Whatever comes of it, the fact re- 
mains that Petain “called” the Tokyo bluff, 
and the threat to “employ force” immed- 
jiately was not taken up. 

With whatever hope, Petain dared to 
delay action. He knew, none better, that 
France cannot fight Japan. But he appar- 
ently suspected Matsuoka had over played 
his hand and was not prepared to launch 
his threatened war upon Indo China, be- 
cause of possible reactions in other quarters. 
Whatever reason Petain had to think such 
reactions might occur, he left Matsuoka to 
ponder the possibilities through the hours of 
a lonely evening; and the threatened blitz- 
krieg did not commence the following 


mormng. 


The Dardanelles 


Turkey has closed the Dardanelles. For- 
eign ships, naval or merchant, may only 


pass through that waterway by obtaining a 
special permit and taking a Turkish pilot 
aboard. The latter condition suggests that 
the Straits, and perhaps the Sea of Marmora 
and the Bosphorus, have been mined or 
will be. 

This is a measure of precaution, not an 
act of war, but it is a precaution for which | 
there is only one reason—the Nazi raid into } 
Bulgaria. The action has no meaning aside 
from this. The waterway has hitherto been 
open to trading vessels of al] countries, in- 
cluding those of Germany, Italy, Rumania 
and Bulgaria. It may still be navigated by 
these craft, but only if the Turkish author- | 
ities are satisfied there would be no menace 
to their own interests.

Better Where It Is 


The vaults at Fort Knox house $14,0vy,- 
000,000 worth of gold. In vaults elsewhere 
in the United States are $6,200,000,000 
more, making up « total of $22,200,000,000 
worth of the metal. This is three-quarters 
of all the monetary gold in the world. Some 
of it was mined when the Pharaohs ruled in 
Egypt, and was gathered into their treasure 
houses from many lands. Some of it crossed 
the Atlantic from Seuth America when 
Spain was exploiting the resources of that 
continent, and has crossed again as payment 
for goods and services. More of it was in- 
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cluded in the hoards of the Incas, of the 
Caesars, and of the Caliphs of Bagdad. 

Gold does not wither away nor deterio- 
rate with the passing of time. Neither “moth 
nor rust doth corrupt” it. That is one reason 
why it has been from time immemorial] the 
basis of money, alike in civilized and some 
“savage” lands. Wherever a people have 
emerged from primitive conditions and be- 
come a trading nation, gold has been made 
their medium of exchange. 


The world could get along without gold. 
By agreement some other substance could 
be made the standard by which values are 
measured, But there is no immediate pros- 
pect of a change being made. Call it reason 
or superstition, the fact remains that gold is 
still the generally accepted medium. 


That being a fact, it is fortunate for the 
world that this great bulk of the gold supply 
is in possession of a democratic country, and 
one strong enough to protect it. If it were 
in the hands of Hitler or Mussolini it would 
be used as a weapon in their economic war, 
and would be a very powerful one. With 
it they could buy support or subservience, 
where now they must rely on physical force. 
If they could fill his empty treasury with 
gold, Franco would probably now be an 
active partner in the Axis.

Terrific Axis pressure is being imposed 
on Yugoslavia to persuade or force that 
country to join the totalitarian group. The 
chances are that Prince Paul will have no 
alternative but to sign within a few days 

It is not apparent, at first glance, just 
what benefit Hitler expects to gain from 
Yugoslavia’s participation, It is true that the 
latter country affords an alternative route 
into Greece. But while the Yugoslavian route 
is the smoother one, the Bulgarian is the 
shorter, 

One can only conjecture that the 
Fuehrer's anxiety to gather all the Balkans 
under one military command is mostly for 
policing purposes. He evidently calculates 
that if all these nations are tarred with the 
same Nazi stick, their capacity for anti-Axis 
mischief will be curtailed.

It should be noted, however, that Bulgaria 
and Yugoslavia cannot be classified together 
so far as co-operation with Hitler is con- 
cerned. 

In the last war, Bulgaria was a German 
ally. In the last war, Yugoslavia, or the 
‘ruling part of it, was a German enemy. In- 
| deed, the conflagration was touched off, in 
1914, on what is now Yugoslavian soil. It was 
the haughty intolerance of Austria and Ger-
